At the special Trade Union Congress at 
Westminster yesterday, when Colonel John

the right to an impartial inquiry regarding 
conditions in Russia. A delegation will be 
appointed to visit Russia, and passport 
facilities will be demanded from the 
Government.

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The Magic Carpet. 


The year 1919 will be an annus mirabilis 
for the historian of aviation. It has wit- 
nessed the conquest of the two great 
oceans. Even after Sir John Alcock had 
flown across the Atlantic most people re- 
mained sceptical about the early possi- 
bility of successful flight to Australia, with 
its immense and complicated perils by land 
and sea. The journey from England to 
India was the smallest part of such an 
adventure. The real crux was presented 
by the lands beyond. Malaya and the 
Datch Archipelago, with their rugged soil 
and uncertain weather, offered a thousand 
traps ; and at the last was the water-jump 
of 500 miles between the Island of Timer 
and the Australian coast—a severe test for 
the tired airman and his hard-worked 
engines. Yet the thing has been done, 
and done within a time-limit that left no 
margin for accidents. Yesterday morning 
Captain Ross Smith arrived at Port 
Darwin, having flown from. Hounslow in 
the space of twenty-seven days. He has 
won the Australian Government's prize of 
£10,000 for the first airman who should 
fly from England to Australia within 720 
consecutive hours. Captain Ross Smith 
is an Australian; his aeroplane and 
engines were British—twins of the 
Vicars-Vimy biplane and Rolls-Royce 
engines which achieved the Atlantic 
crossing. This latest triumph has estab- 
lished the supremacy of British enterprise 
and craftamanship in the realms of flight. 
Other candidates followed Captain Ross 
Smith. One crew “crashed “” and were 
killed ten minutes after they had left the 
ground at Hounslow. On Monday Captain 
Wilkins’s Blackburn. Kangaroo had 
reached Egypt and Captain Howell's 
Martinsyde was at Taranto. Poulet, the 
French airman, was unkindly treated by 
fortune. He reached Bangkok “cheek by 
jowl” with Captain Ross Smith, and they 
continued their journey on the 2nd De- 
cember. ‘The Australian met a monsoon, 
but struggled through it. The Frenchman, 
who left Bangkok two hours later, seems 
to have “hit” the storm at its worst 
moment. He had a fierce fight with death, 
and was thrown back to Rangoon, 5350 
miles behind his starting point. Captain 
Ross Smith reached Kalidjah, in 
Java, on Saturday, and completed 
the remaining 1,607 wiles in four 
days, arriving at Port ‘Darwin well 
within the time-limit, His daily diary

Control of Milk. 


The Committee which the Food Gon- 
troller appointed to investigate the retail 
prices of milk im England has not spared 
his departmental advisers in its report. 
It finds that the existing scale of prices 
is unnecessarily high, and that this state 


of affairs is due to the carelessness and | 


inefficiency of the officials, The evidence 
upon which the scale was based, it seems, 
was mainly that of interested persons. 
That of the milk-producer predomitated 
in a marked degree. The interests of the 
consumer did not receive sufficient con- 
sideration, while the officials did not deign 
to comsult the wholesale and retail dis- 
tributors of milk. Further, the Committee 
reports that the opinion of the agricultural 
experts on the cost of production was So 
divergent as to offer no trustworthy basis 
for the fixing of prices. The estimates 
ranged from 2s. 8d. to 4s. Od. per gallon. 


Since July, the Committee says, consumers 
have had to: pay excessive prices, and it | 
recommends that prices shall be reduced | 
immediately. A sum of 2s. 6d. per gallon, | 
it adds, will give the producers an ample 
profit. It is obvious from this report | 
that the Food Control Department is far | 
from efficient.

COLONEL WARD SHOUTED DOWN 
At yesterda y's session of the special Trades 
Union Congress, at the Central Hall, West- 
minster, chief interest was centred in w report 
by Mr. J. H. Thomas of the interview which 
the Trades Union deputation had with Mr. 
Lloyd George on vunejloyment, conscription, 

British policy in Russia, and the Police Act. 
Mr. Thomas said that declared that 
the State’s duty was to. work ,and the 
means of living for all those who were willing 
to work. That demand was submitted to the 


Government prior to the withdrawal of the 
unemployment benefit. At the interview they 


stated very clearly their demand, and pointed 


out that their policy was that the Government 
should provide work. T emphasised the 
fact that if the State could build a great Navy 
at the State’s own shipyards, there was 
nothing to prevent the State using its ship- 
yards for the purpose of building a merchant 
service equally well. The Prime Minister, in 
his reply, said Mr. Thomas, had frankly ad- 
mitted that the duty of the State was either to 
find work or provide some means of sub- 
sistence for those who were unemployed. The 
Prime Minister went so far as to say that he 
looked upon a state of society that failed in 
that respect as a barbarous state of society. 


i At the same time the Prime Minister stated 


that he had gone very carefully into the ques 
tion of unemployment, and found that the bulk 
of those unemployed at the present time were 


| discharged soldiers, wlio were not affected by 


the discontinuance of the dole. The Prime 
also —mmtimated that amongst 
other factors contributing to unem- 
ployment was the paralysing effect of the 
iron moulkders’ strike. He stated that wherever 
he went he found thousands of men indirectly 
connected with the moulders’ dispute who were 
thrown. out of employment because of their 
action. He thought that it was up to the 
Labour movement to take what steps it could 
to find some method ‘of settling the dispute. 
Mr. Thomas said that the deputation, in reply, 
pointed out that a very great responsibility 


rested upon the Government in that connec- | 


tion. The Parliamentary Committee was pre- 
pared to.do what it could to bring the parties 
together; steps were being taken, and they 


i hoped to’ make some report in that direction 


before the Conference was over. 


THE FUTURE OF WOOLWICH. 

The Prime Minister said that he intended to 
use Woolwich as a depét for tho building and 
repairing of wagons, but that he was consider- 
ably hampered by the moulders’ dispute. The 
Prime Minister, said Mr. Thomas, wld them 
that he had visited Woolwich, and formed a 
favourable opinion as to the advisubility of 
using Woolwich for the making af locomotives, 
he told them that trade unionista were 
again hampering him.

UNEMPLOYED ASSURANCE. 

Mr. Thomas said that the Premier informed 
them that the Government intended to intro- 
duce before Christmas a bill to the House of 
Commons for a comprehensive and national 
scheme of unemployed insurance. (Cheers.) 
The reason given by the Government as to why 
they, did not continue the unemployment dole 
was that, in their opinion, if the dole had 
continued it would be difficult to get employers 
te contribute to an unemployment scheme when 


there was benefit already being paid by the 


State, and difficult to get the workmen to con- 
tribute if they were receiving benefit.

RUSSIA AND CONSCRIPTION. 

In regard to Russia, the deputation had con-. 
tended that we had no right to interfere with 
the internal affairs of other people. Mr. Lloyd

at a credit by Parliament was expended no 
support of anv sort or kind would be given for 
Russian imerference.

THE DISMISSED POLICEMEN, 

The deputation also asked for the reinséate- 
ment of the discharged poligemen and the 
Police Act.

Mr. J. R. Clynes, M.P., moved-—‘ This Con- 
gress strongly condemns the Government. for 
the withdrawal of the civil unemployment bene- 
fit without making any alternative provision for 
unemployed persons.

Mr, Clynes said that they 
told the Prime Minister that workmen who 
eame back from the war in millions had now a 
right to turn to the State, and demand from 
the State at least security of livelihood by 
guaranteed employment. There was no more 
urgent question than that of finding work for 
thé unemploved workers. There was an acou- 
mulated fand of 19 million pounda cubsecribed 
in unemployment insurance. That should be 
paid out to alleviate unemployment distress, 
The resolution was enanimously cartied. 


A LABOUR GENERAL STAFF. 

Mr. Harry Gosling introduced the scheme for 
the creation of a Labour General Staff. They 
must get rid, he said, of the idea that they 
were proposing to set up a central body thet 
would boss the whole of the union movement. 
Tt would be ridiculous for the Parliamentary 
Committee, or any other body that would take 
ita place, to endeavour to take control of the 
big organisations ‘of the country. The Parlia- 
mentary Committee was not able with its pre- 
sent powers to do all that it ought to do. They 
waated a more powerful central body, not for 
the purpose of bossing trade unions, but for 
giving them help when ‘needed.

Sin,—It is, I think, a truism that a man w 
bas been absent from his country for many 
years is able, on returning, to read values and. 
measure development far better than the man 
“who remains at home without the experiences of 
travel. The traveller ees other men and 
other customs. The narrowing bonds of in- 
sularity are loosened, and oily those ties are 
kept close that hold him to the good manner 
that he guards from the corrupting influence of 
evil communications. 
Called back to Ireland after ten years 
absence by the outbreak of war, I saw at once, 
in striking contrast, the struggle of opposing 
principles that has made this unhappy country 
a continuous battleground for centuries, I saw 
that the integrity of the British ideal, which 
1 had learned to prize more and more when in 
contact with the foreigner, was here discredited 
for no other-reason than because it was British. 
I had lived among men of another race who 
used as proverbs, even among themselves, euch 
phrases as “On an Englishman's word” an 
“An Englishman’s hour” (in respect of 
punctual appointments). I had read with 
strangely mixed feelings euch an epic as Maria 
Vaz de Carvaho’s tribute to the British spirit 
as shown in the Titanic disaster. I had worked 
for aid among Germans, and marvelled at their 
utter lack of every element of altruism or 
sentiment. -1 had seen an unhappy German on 
the “vórge of. starvatién in & foreign city—with 
no coihpatriot willing to assist him to the extent 
even of a penny-piece. I watched him being 
sustained by - an - Englishman’s bounty, and 
housed’at last by the German Consul—in the 
British Seamen’s Mission (that was in May, 
1914). Returning to Ireland, I ‘marvelled at 
the strangely perverse spirit that sought to find 
cruelty and coercion in the gentle, but firm, 

administration of the law. 

Especially did I marvel that the clergy should 
encourage this objection to the restraint of 
British law, for, as one not wholly ignorant of 
the foundations of our Christian faith, I re- 
membered that Christ had lived as a Jew on 
earth at a time when the chosen people were 
crushed undér the heel of pagan Rome, and 
that both He and His apostles had counselled 
one only lcsson+submission tothe »- gemporal 
power. I remembered that the poor had been 
ground by the oppressién of the tax-gatherers 
or publicans; and that, notwithetanding this, 
Christ had declared to the religious leaders of 
the day that “the tax-gatherers and the 


Nor did a further search result in finding one 
solitary word that counselled Jew or Christian 
nation (that has never 
merged or lost a single trait of ite nationality 
through centuries of persecution and dispersion) 
to eeck its own freedom. Therefore, the atti- 
tude of the Irish Hierarchy had no support 
whatever in the Christian teaching, but pre- 
cisely the reverse. 

I found bishops telling their flocks that the 
Irish language was a God-given heritage that 
they must recover at any price, while I re- 
membered that the confusion of tongues at 
Babel wae in no sense a gift of God, but, con- 
trariwise, a curse. I wondered at the leniency 
with which our authorities met lew-breakers and 
perverse idealists, hoping against hope that 
they might be brought to their senses by kind- 
ness, and shrinking from stern, strong measures 
that would evoke accusations of “* revenge," 
“ repression,’’ and the like. I eaw the Irish 
politicians ever ready to champion any victim 
of an accident of miscarried law—not from a 
love of the law, but from an insane craving to 
prove England in the wrong. I saw political 
crime differentiated from common crime, while 
beth ancreased und gradually beeame in- 
distinguishable. I read the gkilful “ leaders ” 
of misguided English journalists, written “for 
& purpose” and manifestly lacking in the 
fundamental elemenis of sincerity and truth; 
and through it all one conviction remained un- 
alterable—namely, that right is a principle 
that is indivisible, that justice is one, whether 
administered by a Briton or a Hottentot, that 
one ideal and one alone is before the world, 
and that this ideal is to be found nearer to 
jis attainment in the British administration of 
the law and in the British Army than elee- 
where in the world. , : 
whatever her politicians suffer to happen in 
respect of Ireland's government.

Are the great ends of all true religion and 
education—-the development of a virtuous, 
happy, and prosperous people, the reign of peace 
and righteousness~—never to prevail against 
sectarian ascendancy in our land? Let the 
leaders of education of every grade, regardless 
of creed or party, form @ National Education 
Union to consider the problem in all ite osnects, 
and give a lead worthy of the cause to Irish 
public opinion. If really representative. of our 
democracy, with courage and independence to 
state and support its informed convictions, it 
may have a great and beneficial effect on the 
discussion from the teachers’ point of view. The 
Headmasters’ Associations, as Hest representing 
the educeted middle cless, might well take the 
lead, and seeure the support of University 
professors, and the adherence of national end 
technical teachers, to voice the demand of 
Ireland for what we need—the beet educational 
reform possible, and suited to the new condi- | 
tions of life in which our lot is cast.—Yours, 
etc., Witrtam Crawrorp.

CHEMISTS AND PATENT MEDICINES. 

TO THE FBITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The chemists’ assistants’ strike is draw- 
ing the attention of the public to the meagre 
selaries which our assistants and managore have 
been paid, and I would like io state the cause 
of this trouble and ite remedy. The chenviets 
themselves have been insufficientiy paid for their 
service to the public, aud they have only them- 
aclves to blame for it. They have beer the 
victims of a system of huge “ profiteering" on 
the part of the owners <f proprietary and patent 
medicines, and to this ihey have rather meckly 
submitted. Financiers, who have in very few 
cases becn qualified or even unqualified chemists, 
have seen that, if they cleverly advertise a 
medicine, no matter whet its medicinal value 
may he, they can create a publie demand for it 
and give whatever profit they like to the chemists. 
The chemis(s have foolishly stocked the prepara- 
tions, and the result is that they and their 
employés eke out a miserable existence. | 

I have sixteen years’ experience, and during 
that time I have not met a single retail chemist 
who has been able to retire from business, “but 
I know many who have become physical wrecks 
through long bourse and big responsibility. On 
the other hand, I know of numerous cases where 
these proprietors of patent medicines have made 
fabulous fortunes. What is the use of yeare of 
study if the chemist is to be a mere automatic 
machine for handing patent medicines over the 
counter? Is he not, with his pharmaceutical! 
qualifications, better able to prepare for his 
customers an effective cough mixture or a good 
embrocetion than these financiers are? 

If the demands of the assistants ere con- 
ceded, the cost of running pharmacy will be 
increased, to put it mildly, by about 25 jer 
cent, ‘Therefore, it is imperative that the 
chemists should find a remedy at ence for this 
disease if they are to keep out of the Bankruptcy 
Courts. An increase of the prices of prescrip- 
tions. will not meet the case, os in moat 
pharmacies the returns from compounding pre- 
scriptions only form about 25 per cent. of the 
business. Let. chemists in Ireland, as a united 
body, refuse to stock any preparation which does 
not yiekl & living profit.—Yours, ete.,

LORD INCHCAPE’S ATTACK ON 
GOVERNMENT CONTROL. 

Lord Inchcape, ing at the P. and 0. 
meeting im London yes y, made a slashing 
attack on the Government control. He said that 
he had read the draft’ of the Anti-Dumping 
Bill with growing consternation. No more 
effective measure ‘was ever devised as a short 
cut to commercial suicide. People who believe 
it will resuscitate British trade had taken leave 
of their business senses. The ~- title of this 
fantastic measure should be not Trade Regula- 
tion Bill, but “ trade extermination.” Any 
measure on those lines which sought to rivet on 
British industry the abomination of Govern- 
ment control woukl be fought unitedly by the 
entire commercial community.
